The Confiderations on the Bill io permit 
Jews to be naturalized, &c. 


HE Subject of the Jews Naturalization 
has been for ſome Time publicly de- 
bated, and one may now be able to 
collect the Arguments, which the Ad- 

vocates for the Jews can urge in their Defence. 

They have ſpoken and written in their Clients 

Cauſe all that it would bear, and it may not 

then be unſeaſonable to offer ſome Reply in 

behalf of the Chriſtians; which I have choſen 
to do by way of Anſwer to a Pamphlet, en- 
titled, Confiderations on the Bill, &c. becauſe 
the great Pen, from whence it came, and the 
many high Encomiums made upon it, render 
it very probable, that this is the grand Battery 
of the Jewws, and that if this were once over- 
thrown, they and their Advocates would not 
be in haſt to erect another. "4 


There has been much Artifice uſed to re- 
concile Mens Minds to this Meaſure, and 
many Fallacies have been advanced for un- 
doubted Facts, One of the moſt * 
| B 
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and the moſt inſiſted upon, was an Opinion 
lately ſtarted by ſome Lawyers, relating to 
certain natural Privileges, which they aver all 
theſe Jews enjoy, who are born in the King's 
Dominions. Moſt of the Pamphlets and 
Speeches in favour of the Jews run upon this 


Suppoſition, and particularly the Pamphlet 
which lies before me takes it for granted, that 
they are to all Intents and Purpoſes natural- 
born Subjects, and reaſons upon it throughout 
as if it were the moſt ſelf-evident Maxim in 
our Laws. If this Opinion of the miniſterial 
Lawyers could be clearly confuted, our Au- 
thor's whole Piece would then fall to the 
Ground; for he has not one Argument that 
could ſtand, if this fundamental Point were 
removed; and thetefore it is neceſſary to begin 
with a Solution. of this Fallacy, -

LL the Favourers of the Je Bill have 
| A agreed to adopt a Maxim, which Was 
never heard of till the preſent Times, vi. 
That the Jews, who are born in the King's 
Domipions, are natural-born Subjects, and en- 
titled the Rights and "Privileges of Engliſi 


men. This Maxim they have maintained with BR 


great Aſſurance, and have made it the very 
Foundation of all their Defences of the preſent 


Bill; and therefore it is abſolutely neceſſary to 
1 enquire

enquire into the Truth of it, which I ſhall en- 
deavour to do, 1. 


Firſt, By conſulting the Engliſb Hiſtory on: 
this Head. And here I find all our Records 
unanimous in their Teſtimony ; they do not 
afford one ſingle Inſtance of any 7e, who 
was ever conſidered in the Eye of the Law as 
a natural- born Subject: But on the contrary, 
they give us ſeveral clear Proofs of their being 
always looked upon as Foreigners and Aliens. 
Our Hiſtorians take very little Notice of the 
Jews, till the Reign of Edward the Confeſſor, 
in whoſe Laws we find an undoubted Proof, 
that they were then treated as Vaſlals to the 
Crown, in which Light they were ever after- 
wards conſidered until their Baniſhment in 
1290. The Words of the Confeſſor's Law are 
very remarkable. | 


Ve it known allo, that all the Jews, wgere⸗ 
loever they be within rhe Liealm, ought to be 
under the King's Guard and Pꝛotection, as 
his Daſſals, neither can any one of them put 
himſelf under the Power of any rich Perſon, 
without the King's Licence : Foz the Jews 
and all then have belong to the Ring. And it 
ann Perſon ſha'l detain them, oꝛ their Monen.

T have given the original Latin at the Bottom 
of the preceding Page, for the ſake of the Cu- 
rious, and I think the following Remarks will 
naturally occur to every attentive Reader, 


1. We here ſee in what a miſerable State 
the Jews were, when our Laws firſt take 
Notice of them : Where-ever they reſided they 
were under the King's Protection, and were 
not conſidered as free-born Engliſbmen, but 


2. As mere Vaſlals: Their Perſons and 
their Goods were the King's ſole Property. 
There is ſomething very. ſtrong in the Expreſ- 
ſion — The Jews and all thep have belong tg 
the King. | 


3 This Vaſſalage was ſo ſevere, that they 
could neither diſpoſe of their Perſons or Effects 
without his particular Licence, and 


4. This was always conſidered as the known 
and eſtabliſhed Law of the Land: For if we 
read the Engl; Hiſtory with Care from this 
Period, until the Jews Expulſion in 1290, we 
ſhall find, that our Kings thought they had a 
Right to treat them as their Vaſſals, which ac- 
corningly they did. And during this Æra we 
have Inſtances in every Reign of their Vaſſa- 
lage, but I defy any Few Advocate to produce 
from Hiſtory one Authority of the Jews being 
conſidered as the natural-born Subjects of this

Our Hiſtorians do not take much Notice of 
he Jews till the Time of the Conqueſt - 
jam the Conqueror, as they inform us, did 
nt only receive of them a large Sum of Money 
MS Gr their Admiſſion, but he alſo brought them 
der under the moſt odious Character, that of 
Taxx-gatherers and Ufurers upon his Engliſb 
Subjects. Holling ſhead ſays, vol. 3. p. 15. 
Among other Grievances, which the Engliſb 
ſuſtained by the hard Dealings of the Con- 
« queror, this is to be remembered, that he 
brought uus into the Land from Rhoan, 
and appointed them a Place to inhabit and 
« occupy.” Antoninus s Chronicle ſays the 
ame, and the Magdeburg Centuries out of 
tim, Cent. 11. cap. 14. add, that it was 06 
mmeratum pretium, for a Sum of Money. 
Here we ſee what a prevailing Engine the 
eus Money was, and how ſucceſsful they have 
been in truſting their Cauſe to its Influence. 
The all-powerful Gold which brought them 
no England at the Conqueſt, again intro- 
duced them in the Reign of Cromwell — 'T'wa 
firas — both memorable for overturning the 
Government at Home, and for introducing the 
blapheming Fews from Abroad, (theſe are 
rery ſtriking Circumſtances) and at both Times 
they were introduced by Bribery, And do 
they not ſtill work by the ſelf ſame Money- 
Engine — preferred by too many, who call 
themſelves Chriſtians, even to Chriſt himſelf, 
and Chriſtianity ?

We find the Jews in the fame infamous 
Station, wherein the Conqueror placed them. 
until their Baniſhment by King Edward I. and. 
never treated as free-born Subjects, but ad 
Vaſſals of the Crown, who might be fleece 
and pillaged of their ill-gotten Wealth at the 
King's Pleaſure : And accordingly, whenever 
the State was in Neceſſity, or any of our Sove- 
reigns were diſpoſed to do a popular Action, 
the rich Fews, who had plundered the Public, 
were ſure to be plundered in their turn without 
Mercy. Vaſſals they were, and like Vaal 
they were treated: Until at laſt King Richard I. 
ſuffered no doubt to remain concerning their 
abſolute Vaſſalage to the Crown. Upon his 
Return into England from the Cruſade in the 
Year 1194, Roger Hoveden informs us, Annal. 
pars poſt. p. 74.5. that he appointed a Regiſter 
Office for the Jews, in which all Effects be- 
longing to them were to be regiſtered, and the 
Concealment of any Particular was to be pu- 
niſhed with the Forfeiture of Body and whole 
Eſtate. John Brompton and Helling ſhead give 
an Account of this Regiſtery, and of its Officers, 
By means of it the King was always acquainted Y 
with the Effects of the Jeu, and knew per- 
fectly what Sums he could levy upon them. 
Can it be queſtioned, whether they were then 
conſidered as free-born Subjects, when their 
Perſons and their Goods were to be regiltered 
in ſuch an Office of Vaſſalage, and when we 


read of the continual Uſe made of it in aiter 
Reigns I 
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kigns to ſqueeze Money from the Jews ? In- 
much that my Lord Coke ſays in his Notes 
pon the Statute of Judaiſm, from December 17, 
n the fiftieth Year of Henry III. to Tueſday 
n Shrove-tide, the ſecond Year of Edward I. 
which was about ſeven Years, the Crown re- 
zived Four Hundred and Twenty Thouſand 
Pounds, Fifteen Shillings, and Four-pence — 
a prodigious Sum, conſidering that Silver was 
hut then T'wenty-pence an Ounce, and now 
tis about Five Shillings and Six-pence. 


Thus were theſe wretched Uſurers treated. 
The Crown looked upon them as its Vaſfals, 
until their final Baniſhment. After which we 
read nothing of them till the Time of Cromwell, 
ind even he was not hardy enough to give 
them a Licence to return : He only connived 
it, as did King Charles II. and King James, 
and ſince the Revolution they have continued 
on the ſame Footing : For they could never be 
made natural-born Subjects, while the Act of 
Parliament, by which they were outlawed, 
was in full Force againſt them. And we have 
a remarkable Inſtance of the Opinion which 
tie Government entertained of them in the 
Year 1690. A Diſpute aroſe between them 
and the Chriſtian Merchants about the Pay- 
ment of Alien Duty, which the Jews pretended 
ticy were exempted from by Royal Letters 
of Denization. But this Pretence was ſuper- 
lid by an Order of the King in Council,

dated Hampton-Court, October 14, 1690, f 
quiring them to pay the Alien Duty, notwithf 


From theſe Authorities; it is abundantly evi 
dent, that to ſuppoſe any Jeu, who happens 3 
be born in the King's Dominions, to be ther 
fore a natural- born Subject, is a novel Opinion 
quite unknown to our ancient Hiftorians, ani 
directly contrary to that State of Vaſſalage, hic 
they were under from the Time of Edward thifi 
Confeſſor, to their final Baniſhment in 129f 
Theſe hiſtorical Facts demonſtrate, that durin 
this long Period, the Jews were never confi 
dered as free-born Subjects. And the ſam 

Truth may be made cqually clear from thi 
Common Law of the Land. |

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CHAP. II. | 
The Jews not natural-born $ ubjetts — proved 
From the Common Law of the Land. 


HE Jeus were never treated as free- born 
Subjects, and they could not be ſo treatec 
without deſtroying the two eſſential Maxims oY 
our Policy, viz. That the Chriſtian Religion 15 
true, and that therefore it ought to be maintained. 
All our Laws are founded on the former, and ; 
all of them tend to ſupport the latter; and 
does it not ſeem at firſt Sight the groſſeſt Sole- 
ciſm in Politics, to allow them to be the na- 
tural- born Subjects of the State, who one

the two fundamental Principles upon which 
the State is formed'— who deny the Truth 
of the Chriſtian Religion, and who have been 
always ſeeking its Deſtruction ? 


a The great Lord Coke lays this down for the 
Wy fit Point in our Law — Summa ratio eſt que 
jro religione facit; that is principally” to be re- 
garded which concerns Religion: For every 
good Government chiefly ſtudies the eternal 
Salvation of Mens Souls, and after that conſults 
their preſent. Peace and Proſperity, and there- 
fore for the ſake of the Latter, never ſubmits 
to ſacrifice the Former — Temporal Happineſs 
bearing no Proportion to Eternal. And when 
the State has once fixed this for the Baſis of its 
Government, that the Chriſtian Religion is the 
only ſure way to eternal Happineſs, then the 
next Step is to maintain it, and to ſecure the 
Obſervance of it by all wholſome Laws; in 
which the Wiſdom of our State has not been 
wanting, It has provided many excellent 
dtatutes for the ſupport of true Religion, and 
tas thought it very conſiſtent with the Mild- 
neſs and Lenity of its Government, to deprive 
erery Enghſbman of the Rights and Privileges 
of a natural - born Subject, who ſhould be 
proved guilty of that Infidelity and Blaſphemy, 
of which every Jew, 15 guilty. Upon this 
Footing nothing could be more abſurd in its 
Nature, or more contrary to the Maxims of 
our own Policy, than to allow the natural 
» Enemies 
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Enemies of the Chriſtian Religion, to be the 
natural Subjects of the Chriſtian State: Becauſe 
this is, in fact, giving up its fundamental Princi- 
ples, and admitting hem into its Communion, 
who break thoſe very Bonds of Union, by 
which the State 1s cemented, 


And this Reaſoning I will confirm from the 
Authority of that Oracle of the Law my Lord 
Coke, who has given his Opinion very clearly, 
and his Opinion is ſufficient to determine, 
what is the Common Law of the Land in the 
preſent Caſe. In the 7th vol. of his Caſes he 
ſays — © The Jews and all other Infidels are 
in the Eye of the Law Aliens in the higheſt 
* Degree, perpetui inimici, perpetual Enemes : 
For the Law preſumes not they will ever be 
* converted; for between them, as with the 
% Devil, whoſe Subjects they be, and the 
* Chriſttan, there is perpetual Hoſtility, and can 
ce be no Peace.” The Jews then in the Eye of 
the Common Law were always looked upon as 
Aliens — neither natural-born Subjects, nor 
capable of being naturalized but 
Aliens, becauſe there is no reaſonable Ground 
to expect they will ever be converted, their 
Oppolition to the Chriſtian being as implacable 
as the Oppoſition of the Devil: For they are 
his Subjects, not Chriſt's, and as Subjects to the 
Devil, they are in perpetual Hoſtility with 
Chriit, ſo that there can be no Peace between 


them and Chriſtians. Thus far the great den

which is confirmed by one of the greateſt li ing 
Ornaments of the Law, whoſe Authority I 
hope I may uſe without Offence. © That Jews 
* born here are in every Reſpect to be deemed 
* natural-born Subjects, and may conſequently 
* purchaſe and hold what Land Eſtates they 
* pleaſe, is to me a Doctrine that ſeems quite 
* inconſiſtent with the' whole Tenor of our 
„Laws, and with the very Eſſence of our 
* Conſtitution. That a Jeww born either here 
* or beyond Sea may purchaſe a Land Eſtate, 
* I ſhall readily agree, but that he can hold 
* it any longer than the King pleaſes, I will 
* poſitively ſay, neither is, nor ever was, nor 
* ever can be, the Law of this Kingdom, until 
* it be made fo by Act of Parliament: For 
* that is the only Method by which the 
Common Law can be altered; and that a 
Land Eſtate purchaſed by a Jew belongs to 
"and may be ſeized by the King is now, 
* and has always been the Common Law of 
* this Kingdom ever ſince Chriſtianity was 
* eſtabliſhed ; for even that Law of Edward 
the Confeſſor was but declaratory of the 
Common Law, as appears by the very Words 
*ofit. And notwithſtanding the great Fa- 
* vours granted by William the Conqueror and 
his Succeſſors to the Fews, they took care 
not to alter this Part of the Common Law, 
but on the-contrary enforced it, by often 
ſcizing upon the Lands mortgaged to the 
C 2 Jews & 


he. This is his Opinion in the preſent Caſe» 
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Jews For in thoſe Days the 'Purchaſce | 1 


made by the Zews, and even by Chriſtians, 


were generally by way of Mortgage ; and 
ſometimes the King would grant a Releaſe to 


the Mortgager, without-the-Concurrence or 
Conſent of the Few Mortgagee. Can we 


ſuppoſe, that from the Conqueſt to the 
eighteenth Year of Edward I. a Period of 


Two Hundred Years, there were no Fews WM 


born in England ? Yet in all that Time did we 
ever hear of a Diſtinction between Jews born 
within or without the King's Dominions ? 8 
They were both equally the King's Proper- 
ty: They had equally a Right to purchaſe 


and to hold, that is to ay, till it pleaſed the 


King to take it from them. Did we ever 
hear of ſuch a Diſtinction before the preſent 
Age; ſo fertile in Novelties of every Kind? 
It is a Diſtinction expreſſly contrary to the 
Common Law of this Kingdom, by which 
every Jew, whether born here or abroad, 


and all that belongs to him is the King's 
Property.” 


I have given the Opinion of this able Lawyer 


at length, becauſe the Reaſoning is clear, and 
the Evidence convincing : And his Authority 
joined to my Lord Coke's is ſufficient to deter- 
mine the Point, relating to the Jews —_ 
natural-born Subjects. The Common Law ot. 
the Land it appears is againſt them; and ſome IR 
of their Advocates allow it: But they pretend

at the Common Law is not unalterable, and 
dat if the Parliament ſee Reaſon to re- 


any Part of it, they 'may and ought, and 
ccordingly they did repeal this Part of it with 


l view to the dbl Utility. All this may be 


be and rig ht: Public Utility might 


be the 
Motive, — a laudable Motive it is. But then 
l deſerved the maſt ſerious Conſideration, whe- . 
der by naturalizing the Jews we ſhould not 
WY fcrifice a greater and certain Good for a 
fer and uncertain Good. The Common Law 
in the preſent Caſe was the very Baſis of our 
Conſtitution, and came in Aid and Support of 
the Divine Law, and public Utility was then a 
Motive not worthy of the public Attention, 
when it could not be purſued without ſacri- 
icing to it both the Common Law and the 
Divine Law : For this is the moſt material 
Point, that our Common Law againſt natura- 
lung the Jets is founded upon the Law of 
God. We do not plead for it, "leaky becauſe 
tis the Law of the Land, though An Re- 
zard ought to be paid to it upon that Account, 
but becauſe it has the Sanction cf the Divine 
Law. We are bound not to repeal it from the 
Authority of Scri prure.

TERY little Streſs has been laid upon thi 
Argument, although it deſerved the great 
eſt; becauſe the Favourers of the Jews hay 
tried every Art of Raillery to make it appeal 
ridiculous. That there ſhould be any Provi 
ſion in Scripture againſt naturalizing the Jews 
was a Subject, which they treated with utter 
Contempt. But if it be made evident, that 
there are ſeveral expreſs Statutes againſt it, then 
it may be reaſonably expected, that they will 
give this Matter a more ſerious Conſideration; 
and like wiſe and good Magiſtrates come to a 
Reſolution to ſupport the Laws of God by 
their Authority. One of his Laws, which was f 
never repealed, ſeems very deciſive in the preſent 
Caſe, / any Man love not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
let him be Anathema Maranatha, 1 Cor. xvi. 22. 
Theſe Words were antiently uſed in the moſt 
dreadful Sentence of Excommunication, when 
they who loved not the Lord Jeſus were ſeparated Þ 
and caſt out from all Chriſtian Society and 
Communion : But the Fezws are fo far from W 
loving, that they hate and blaſpheme our Lord W 
Jeſus in the higheſt Degree, therefore they W 
ought, by this Divine Law, to be ſeparated and W 
caſt out of our Chriſtian Society and Commu- W 


nion. He who loves not the Lord Jeſus is 
Anathema, 
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bachema, but the Jews love not the Lord 

aus, therefore they are Anathema. And 

a you then receive into your Society Perſons 
(ahematized of God for their Infidelity ? 


And this Argument will be unanſwerable by 
bey Perſon, who calls himſelf a Chriſtian, if 
SJ: conſiders the divine Command relating to 
e Treatment, which Believers ought to give 
br infidel Jews. Whoſoever tranſgreſſeth and 
aceth not in the Doctrine of Chriſt, hath nat 
Gd : He that abideth in the Doctrine of Chriſt, 
bath both the Father and the Son: If there 
bu any unto you, and bring not this Doctrine, 
weive him not into your Houſe, neither bid him 
Gd Speed : For be that biddeth him God Speed, 
ll .Partaker of bis evil Deeds, 2 John q, 10, 11. 
WF Gut the Jeres tranſgreſs and abide not in the 
= Doctrine of Chriſt, and have not the true God, 
therefore we act in direct Oppoſition to this 
ine Command, if we receive them into our 
= ilouſes, or bid them God Speed: For by 
ding them this Countenance we make our-

auch to be wiſhed this Authority had been

This is God's ex- 
preſs Command. Every Chriſtian ought to ſe- 
parate himſelf from Unbelievers, but the .

Now. if you naturalize the Jews, and incor- W 
porate them among you, do you not violate all 
theſe: Divine Laws, and offer great Indignity to 
the ſupreme Law-giver ? Certainly theſe Con- 
ſiderations are very ſtriking, and ſufficient to 
convince any Perſon, who will ſuffer himſelf ; 
to be convinced: by Scripture. I will leave the 
Evidence of them upon the Reader's Mind, 
defiring him to remember, that the preſent

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That the Jews are not natural-born Subjects — 


proved from the Reaſon of the Thing. The 
Evidence ſummed up. 


T appears then from all theſe Arguments, 
that the Jews who are born in the King's 
Dominions, are not natural-born Subjects. 
Our antient Hiſtories and Records unanimouſly 
declare, that they were the Vaſſals of the 
Crown ; and that they cannot be treated as 
natural-born Subjects without overturning the 
very Bafis of our Laws, and without break- 
Ing thoſe Divine Statutes upon which our Laws 
were founded. From hence ariſes, 


D Fourthly, 
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Fourthly, The Abſurdity of reckoning them 


free-born. It is contrary 10 Reaſon and common 
Senſe : For who are theſe foreign natural-born 
Subjects? Are they not Jews ? And what are 
Jes? Are they not the only People upon the 
Earth, whoſe Principles lead them to abhor 
and perſecute Chriſtians ? And will the State 
allow them to be our Fellow Subjects, who are 
our profeſt Enemies? Will it incorporate them 
into our Communion, whoſe Tenets diſpoſe 
them to deſtroy the Communion ? This is a 
moſt unnatural Practice, and what in a ſimilar 
Inſtance appears unnatural —_ to the Pro- 
moters of this very Bill: For they would not 
naturalize a Chriſtian Foreigner, if he happened 
to differ from them concerning the Lawfulneſs 
of the Revolution; becauſe this, fay they, is 
ſapping the very Root of the preſent Eſtablith- 
ment; and yet they will naturalize a Jeu 
Foreigner, who differs from all Chriftians con- 

cerning the Lawfulneſs of the Chriſtian Rei- 

ligion, although this be ſapping the very Root 
of our Conſtitution both in Church and State, 


But it has been faid, that the preſent Jews F 
are not ſo oppoſite to Chriſtians as they were 
formerly: They have loſt ſome of the perſecu- 
ting Spirit of their Anceſtors. The Proof of 
this is not ſo manifeſt, as the - Confidence of 
them, who aſſert it: For the Cauſe of their 
Hatred till remains; but, thank God, they 


want Opportunity to ſhew how much = 
| ate

hate us. Their Principles are as oppoſite to 
us as ever. Their Doctrines and their Practices 
lead them till to deteſt us moſt heartily. And 
why then ſhould not their Enmity to us ope- 
rate as ſtrongly, as it uſed to do, if they could 
once get the Civil Sword into their Hands ? 
Every Chriſtian State, except ours, is perſuaded it 
would operate as. ſtrongly, and therefore they 
are every where put under the ſame Incapacities, 
as the Wiſdom of our Laws put them under, 
until this Bill was made in their Favour ; 
which ſhews what Opinion the common Senſe 
and Reaſon of all Chriſtians lead them to form 
of the Jes. They never thought it conſiſtent 
with Prudence to naturalize their avowed Ene- 
mies. And the very Turks think the ſame; 
they refuſe to admit a Few into their Commu- 
nion : For they entertain ſuch a bad Opinion 
of the 7eus Principles, that they will not re- 
ceive a Convert from among them ; but when- 
ever a 7e profeſſes his Deſire to become a 
Mabometan, they oblige him firſt to turn Chriſ- 
tian. This Practice is ſuppoſed to be agree- 
able to their Law, which in the Rank of 
Prophets, places Mahomet firſt, Chriſt ſecond, 
and Moſes third; and they think no Few can 
be a true Believer in Mabomet, who diſbelieves 
je us Chriſt ; and therefore they naturalize no 
feu, unleſs he firſt turn Chriſtian. Whereas we 
we naturalize them with all their infidel Tenets 
and immoral Practices, which ſhews, that have 
leſs Concern about our own Safety, and leſs Re- 
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gard for Chriſt's Honour than the very Turks 


ave. 


From all theſe Authorities, I hope, it is now 
evident, that a Jew born in the King's Domi- 
nions, is not therefore a natural-born Subject. 
Our Laws have always conſidered his Infidelity 
as an abſolute Diſqualification, and accordingly. 


I. Our Hiſtories unanimouſly declare, that 
the Jews were never conſidered as free- born 
Subjects of this Realm : But their Condition 
was Vaſſalage, and their Perſons and their For- 
tunes were the King's Property : And 


H. Our Laws confirm theſe Hiſtories : The 
-ZFews Vaſſalage appears from many Re- 
cords, and from the fundamental Principles 
of our Conſtitution, which oppoſe the Jews 
Admiſſion into it. A Believer and an Un- 
believer - Chriſt and Antichriſt—The Church 
of God and the Synagogue of Satan - A Chriſ- 
tian State formed upon Fezo Principles, or a 
Jeu State upon Chriſtian Principles — Theſe 
are Things of heterogeneous Natures, which 
it is impoſſible to reconcile ; and if any Civil 
Conſtitution ſhould try to reconcile them, it 
would not be able long to endure the violent 
Shocks of theſe diſcordant Qualities, For

W thing can be more abſurd, than to think of 
niting hem with us in the Bonds of Society, 
whoſe Enmity to us is implacable : For who 
wer heard of making ſuch Foreigners our na- 
ural· born Fellow Subjects, who had a natural- 
born Enmity to us? This is worſe than tying 
living Man to a dead Carcaſe. Fg 7ews 
nurdered Chriſt, and would murder us if they 
hd Power: They blaſpheme Chriſt and his 
Religion; ſo that they are Murderers and Blaſ- 
phemers Convict ; and who ever heard of a 
natural - born Murderer, or a natural - born 
Blaſphemer ? For murdering and blaſpheming 
Chriſt, God drave them out of the Holy Land, 
nd made them Vagrants all over the Earth, 
and who ever heard of a natural - born Va- 
grant? of a natural-born Engh/h-Forergn- Je? 
ie. a free Slave — born in the Liberty of 
Bondage. And yet however abſurd this may 
fem, we have theſe Native Foreigners lately 
imported among us. We have Murderers, 
Crucifiers, Blaſphemers, Vagrants, all become 
natural-born Jew-Engl:;ſhmen — in Oppoſition 
our Hiſtory and Records — to our Conſti- 
tution and Laws — to the Laws of God and 
to Reaſon and common Senſe — which de- 
care with one Voice, That no infidel Je 
can 
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can be a free-born Subject of our Chriſti 
Society. | | = 


J have infiſted the longer upon the Proof off

The 
u made no Diſtinction between them, and 
berefore they made no Difference: But ſup- 
WY poſed that the naturalizing of any Few would 
ea Di/bonour to the Chriſtian Religion: For 
WY what can diſhonour it ſo much, as the giving 
Is its Blaſphemers the civil Honours of the 
State, Every Jew-Engliſbman reflects a Diſ- 
gace upon that Conſtitution, which naturalized 
tis Blaſphemies: For you cannot ſeparate the 
political Few from the blaſpheming Few — 
the fame Perſon is both — and confider him in 
what Light you will, he cannot, while he is a 
few, ceaſe to be a Blaſphemer, and conſe- 
quently to be a Diſgrace to Chriſt. Every 
few looks upon Chriſt as an Impoſtor, and 
juſtifies the Act of his Fore-fathers, who put 
him to death for a Malefactor, and ſuch is their 
implacable Hatred of him and his Doctrines, that 
they would crucify him again, if they had him 
in their Power, of which we had the moſt glaring 
Proofs in their frequently crucifying Chriſtian 
Children on Good Fridey, in Contempt and 
Mockery of Chriſt's Crucifixion. On the con- 
vary, our Government declares, that Chriſt 
© Vi not an Impoſtor, and abhors the Thoughts 
of his being put to death for a Malefactor, and 
nitead of crucifying him again, adores and 
Vorſhips him as the true God, who is over all 
JM led for ever. Thus the Opinion of our 
Government 
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duizens of Londen were not acquainted with; 
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Government is diametrically oppoſite to th 
Opinion of the Fews : For their Impoſtor ii 
our Saviour — and their Malefactor is our A 
mighty God. We ſerve. and honour him 
they condemn and blaſpheme him: And there 
fore ſince we do him Honour by treating him 
according to his Nature and Dignity, certainly 
they muſt diſhonour him, who treat him 
otherwiſe ; who try to rob him of his Perfec 
tions, and to ſteal his Glory from him: Fol 
what is it to make him a Malefactor and Im 
poſtor, but to render him the moſt baſe andi 


diſhonourable Perſon that ever breathed upon 
this Earth? | | 


This is a true State of the Caſe, and upon 
this Footing the Attempt to naturalize the cus 
is an Attempt to naturalize Diſgrace upon 
Chriſt, and every Few naturalized, naturalizesY 
freſh Diſhonour upon the Chriſtian Religion, M 
becauſe every one of them is a Blaſphemer of 
Chriſt and his Religion, and to admit them, 
as ſuch, into our Chriſtian Community, is 
giving to Blaſphemers the Honours of that Com- 
munity, which cannot be done without making 
Blaſphemy againſt the Chriſtian Religion ho- 
nourable. 3 : 


In anſwer to all this, the Apologiſt for the 
Jews, replies, p. 6. And firſt, with regard 10 
its being diſhonourable to the Chriſtian Religin ;

But though it be a novel Maxim, yet perhaps 
t may be the Means of converting the 7eus to 
MY th: Chriſtian Faith. Their Apologiſt dwells 

pon this from the 7th to the rith Page. 
The following Reaſons will I hope clear up 
this Matter : 


Firſt, Naturalizing the Jews cannot be the 
Means of converting them, becauſe the ve 
Attempt of it is a Proof of their Infidelity, 
and argues the Improbability of their being 
converted at this Time. Their own Law en- 
joins them to make no Covenant with the 
Nations (Exod. xxiii. 32, 33. cb. xxxiv. 11—17, 
Dent. vii. 2.) but by the Act of Naturalization 
they

they have made a Covenant with our Nation 
therefore they have broke their own Law 


Secondly, As they have given up their Faith, 
ſo have we given up ours: For if we had be- 
lieved perfectly in Chriſt, we ſhould never have 
fuffered the Jews to obtain. ſuch a Settlement 
among us, as he declares they ſhould not have, 
while they continued to reject him for their 
Meſſiah. The Scripture ſays, that they were 
to be diſperſed among the Nations — natura- Þ 
lizing them is collecting the Diſperſed into 
one Body. Among the Nations they were to 
find no Eaſe, neither was the Sole of their 
Foot to have any Reſt, but we try to give them 
all the Eaſe and Reſt, which our Laws can 
give to natural-born Subjects. So that it was 
an Act of Infidelity on both Sides — They 
gave up the Law, and we gave up the Goſpel : 
And was this then the likely Means of convert- 
ing them ? Was it not rather an Argument to 
harden them in their Unbelief, to ſee us act 
againſt the Principles of that Religion which 
we profeſs ? For it would be wonderful indeed, 
if our rejecting the Chriſtian Faith ſhould prove 
the effectual Method of converting themto it. 


But the Jews Apologiſt ſays, p. 8. the Scrip- 
ture declares, that the Jews are Objects of 
Converſion, and that this is a likely Step towards 
it. Both theſe Aſſertions are unſupported. For,

Secondly, This fame Argument was uſed 
in the Time of Cromwell: The Jeus were 
then brought in under a Pretence of its being 
2 very probable Means of their general Call 
and Converſion :- But hitherto no ſuch good 
Effect has been produced. We have had Ex- 
perience of them near One Hundred Years; 
and how many Converts have been made in all 
that Time ? So few, that for our own Honour

Thirdly, J cannot find any one Paſſage in 
the Old Teſtament or the New, which autho- 
rizes us to ſuppoſe, that the whole Nation of 
the Jews is ever to be converted.

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logiſt makes a large aan from Romans xi 
and infers from it, that the Jeus ſhall believd 
and be all ſaved : From what Words he draws 
this Inference he does not mention — proba. 
bly from the 23d and 26th Verſes, for they 
are the two ſtrongeſt Paſlages to his Purpoſe. 
And they (the — ) alſo IF they abide not fi 
in Unbelief,. ſpall be graffed i in: For. God 18 
ABLE ro graft them in again. Obſerve the 
conditional Clauſes, IF. they abide not till in 
Unbelief ; it is not, they SHALL not abide, 
which 1s the Form of God's Promiſes and De- 
crees — And God IS ABLE, the Apoſtle does 
not ſay, is reſolved, or has decreed, but only 
has Power to do it, Ard ſo ALL Iſrael ſhall 
be ſaved. Iſrael ſtands here for the whole 
Body of Believers : For they are not all 2 3 
which are of Ifrael — All the natural Offspring 
are not called Iſrael, but only the Vrael of 
God. And when the Fullneſs 45 the Gentiles | 
Js come in, and joined to the Remnant accord. | 
ing to the Election of Grace, when believing | 
Jews and Gentiles ſhall have filled up the 
Number of God's Ele&, then all the Iſrael of Þ

But ſuppoſing the Jeres are to be Sorel 
to the Chriſtian Faith, yet there are many 
Objections, and ſome of them inſuperable, 
againſt naturalizing them, as the proper Means 


jo attain that End. For if the converting _—_ 
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F | be the principal Motive, as this Plea ſuppoſes, 
hy do you naturalize none but rich Fews ? 


Have not the Poorer Souls to be ſaved as well 
the Rich? And is God any Reſpecter of 
Perſons ? Is not a poor Man's Soul as valuable 


n his Sight as a rich Man's? And why then 


do you ſet a greater Value upon the one than 
the other, by granting the Means of Conver- 
ſon to none but the Rich ? 


And why do you invite theſe rich Jews 
from all other Countries to come into England 
to be converted ? Have you any Authority to 
ſuppoſe, that this Iſland is to be the Place of 
their Converſion ? You: have no Authority 
from Scripture, nor none from Tradition, not 
even Jeuiſh, that I can find. And the Rea- 
ſon of the Thing is againſt you: For are there 
not as able Divines in ather Countries, as we 
have here? I wiſh no Man could fay, abler : 
And do they not live as good Lives as our Di- 
vines? I wiſh no Man could fay, better And 
therefore are not their Arguments and their 
Lives more likely to convert the Jeus than 
ours ? | | 


However, if we muſt have the Fews con- 
verted by Engliſb Divines, would it not be 
lafer and eaſier to ſend our Miſſionaries over 
to them, than to bring them over to us? J 
dare promiſe, in this all-candid Age, no gen- 


te humane Preacher would refuſe the Trouble

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of being a Miffionary into any Part of the . 5 
Globe. Eſpecially when he is informed; that 
this has been God's uſual Method-of conzrr,.. 


Nations: He ſent Miniſters to convert them in 
the Countries where they lived, and did not WW 


call them into a foreign Land to hear the 
Goſpel. And this Method of converting the 
Fews is preſcribed by the Council of Bafil. 
A. D. 1431. That all Dioceſans ſhould yearly, 
at appointed Times, provide certain Men, well 
learned in Holy Scriptures, and in the Tongues, Þ 
20 preach and explain the Truth of the Catholick 
Faith, IN SUCH PLACES WHERE TIR 
JEWS AND OTHER INFIDELS DID 
 DWELL, in fuch fort, that they acknowledging B 


their Error, might forſake the fame. Let our 


Biſhops take this excellent Method of con- 
verting thoſe Jews, who are already among 
us, and when they are all turned to the Chriſ- 
tian Faith, then no good Man will oppoſe out 
bringing in more of them in order to be con- 
verted. But till we have ſome Converſions 
among the Native, what reaſonable Hopes are 
there of converting the Foreign, cums? a 


But granting all that this Plea requires — 
ing that the Fews are to be converted — 

and that England is to be the Place of their 
Converſion — and that our learned and pious Þ 
Divines are to be the Inſtruments of converting 
them — yet all this proves nothing for the 
Expediency of naturalizing them at a as a 
| roper 
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proper Step towards their Converſion : For 
the Jews do not deſire to be converted. They 
had no ſuch Views in ſolliciting the Bill. I 
have lived much among them, and know them 
well, and I ſolemnly declare, that I never met 
with one Few, who had any Inclination to be 
converted ; neither do the Fews themſelves 
urge this as an Argument for naturalizing 
them. If it had come from them, it would 
have deſerved our moſt ſerious Attention: But 
it has no Weight, as it comes from Men, who 
only uſe it by way of apologizing tor an odious 
Meaſure they have taken. Money Matters, it 
is well known, were the chief Objects, which 
they and we had in View. Their Intereſt and 
ours were the Springs, which ſet this Natura- 
lation in Motion. But what Effects it might 
have upon our Religion and theirs never- came 
into Debate, until long after the Meaſure had 
been reſolved on. The es did not petition 
to be naturalized, in hopes that making them 
Engliſhmen: would help to make them Chriſt- 
ans. They had no ſuch Intention, and if 
they had, their great Friends would have 
laughed at them heartily for declaring it. 
They had no Views but to their own Intereſt. 
Money moved them, and not Religion. They 
wanted to purchaſe. our Lands, and to be 
Members of our State, but had no Thoughts 
of turning to our Faith, or of becoming Mem- 
bers of our Church. This was moſt certainly 
the Jes motive, and is fo ſtill — they have 
no

n6 Defire, they do not ſeek to be converted, 
and therefore the naturalizing them can be no 
Step towards their Converſion, but will rather 
tend to hinder: and retard it, as appears from 


the forementioned Arguments. 
Our Apologiſt leaves this Point, P. 11. and 


remarks. But it is ſaid the Jews are a finful 
Race — this he allows, and notwithſtanding 
would prove they are proper Objects of Natu- 
ralization from Ezek. xviii.

If this Text be applicable to the pre- 
ſent Caſe, then he allows that the eus are 
our Enemies, and that they hate us, and curſe 
us, and deſpitefully uſe us, but in the next 
Page and in ſeveral Places he repreſents them 
s our Friends and Well-wiſhers. Men who 
write in a bad Cauſe ſhould have good Me- 
mories : For do his Jews hate us, and love us 
too, How will he reconcile this Abſurdity ? 
And as to his Text, the Anſwer 1s obvious. 
Every Chriſtian can pray for the Jets, and I 
hope does. Every Thing in our Power we 
would gladly do to promote their Salvation, 
We love their Perſons ; but their Principles we 
do and muſt deteſt. Their Infidelity and Im- 
moralities we cannot love: And we think 
Chriſt's Command to love our Enemies, no 
more proves that the Jews ought to be natu- 
nlized, than it requires us to take our impla- 
cable Enemy into ou Boſom, even while he 
8 attempting to deſtroy us.

CHAP. VI. 


Arguments to prove that naturalizing theJewstends | 
greatly to endanger our excellent Conſtitution. | 


UR Conſtitution in Church and State is 
at preſent Chriſtian — founded upon the 
Principles of Chriſtianity ; and whatever open- 
ly and avowedly oppoſes theſe Principles, muſt 
endanger the Conſtitution ſo far as its Oppoſition F 
has Power. But there are no two Religions 


in the World more oppoſite than theAntidelity 
of the Jews, and the Faith of the Chriſtians: 
For the Jews are the open and avowed Ou: I 

| ers 
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1 ſers of thoſe Principles of Chriſtianity, upon 


which our Conſtitution is founded, and the 
rreſent Act in their Favour cannot be carried 
mto Execution without increaſing the Power 


| of their Oppoſition, and conſequently it muſt 
5 far endanger the Conſtitution, as it increaſes 
dhe Power of its Oppoſers. 


No unprejudiced Perſon can reſiſt the Force 


| of theſe Truths: For what can be more ſelf-evi- 


dent, than that the Jes are the Enemies of our 
Conſtitution, and that pptting Power into their 
Hands, muſt endanger the Conſtitution. And 
indeed theſe Facts are fo ſelf-evident, that our 
fav Apologiſt himſelf can ſee and confeſs the 
Truth of them in every Caſe, except the pre- 
ſent. In p. 16. he acknowleges, that the eſta- 
biſhed Church cannot conſiſtently, with her 
own Safety, lodge any Power in the Hands of 
the Papiſis, or in the Hands of the Proteſtant 
Diſſenters: If ſhe had no Laws to reſtrain 
them, ſhe might be in Danger; but ſhe has 
nothing to fear from the Jews. Is not this 
extraordinary ? For can any Perſon devife what 
ſhould induce a Chriſtian Church to prefer 
foreign Blaſphemers before thoſe Proteſtants, 
who differ from her only about Trifles ? But 
2 Reaſon he has aſſigned, and a very fin- 
gular one it is, and ſuch as a Man muſt reall

Y tinued ſhut, until very lately: Inſomuch that 
if a Chriſtian Merchant brought a Bill with a 
BJ Jew's Indorſement upon it to be difcounted, 
it uſed to be returned undone, and this Reaſon 
vas given, that probably the Chriftian might 
bring the ſame for the Service of the Few. 


And now where is all this boaſted Merit of 
the Zews ? for which they claim their Natu- 
ralization, They firſt drain us of our Specie, 
and bring us into Diſtreſs, and then they take 
an Advantage of this Diſtreſs, and make a 
mighty Merit of bringing the fame Specie 
back again, although they get 7 per Cent. by 
it. Their fighting Merit was very inſignifi- 
cant, but this trading Merit is very iniquitous. 
perhaps the next Inſtance may turn out more 
in their Favour. Their Apologiſt thinks it 
an infinite Service done us, and he flouriſhes

And at laſt the Fews and 
Wy their Friends begin to open their Eyes. They 
ee their Miftake ; but unwilling to rectify it, 
bey weakly imagine, that the Public can be 
WY impoſed upon by an hard Word — and that 
al Things will become quiet again, after they 
Wy have called the Enemies of the Fes Facobites. 
This Method of juftifying themſelves is a 
Wy weaker Step than the Thing which they juf- 
By tify: For Mankind is convinced that there is 
no more Reaſon to call the Enemies of the 
Jews Facobites, than to call all them, who 
happen not to be circumciſed, Jacobites 


lf the J7eus and their Friends had attended 
o ſome untoward Inferences, which may be 
drawn from their Reflections upon the Mer- 
chants, they would, I hope, have been more 
ſparing of them. They call every one of us 
who is an Enemy to this propoſed Naturali- 
zation, a Jacobite. And would they have us 
to believe them, or not? If not, then why do 
they try to ſupport their Cauſe by the vile Arts 
of F hood ? But if they would have us to be- 


lieve them, the Conſequence will be ſuch as

they will not like: For then all the Chriſtian 
in the Kingdom are Jacobites, , becauſe thei 
are to a Man againit the Zews, exceptinꝗ 
a few, whom the Jews have liſted into thei 
Party.

Yes, we have ſuch Prodigies, as Chriſtian- eus: 
And among the marvellous Productions of this
